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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains numerous grammatical 
errors. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The disclosure 
contains numerous grammatical errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: They contain 
numerous grammatical errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Guivarc'h. 

In regard to claim 1, Guivarc'h discloses a piping connector comprising pipes 1, 2 and a 
connection body 3, and ejector for ejecting water, characterized in that the two ends of the 
connection body 3 are provided with a threaded face 7 for locking with an arch shaped threaded 
cap 15 passed through the pipes for connection, the rim face at the connection end of the pipe is 
provided with a positioning hole 29 for the insertion of a positioning rim 14 for engagement with 
the threaded cap 15, together with the mounting of a sealing rim 27 and a pad 3 1, the connection 
of the piping connector is secured. 
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In regard to claim 2, wherein the side face of the middle section 3 of the connection body 
is provided with through screw hole for locking with an ejector (protrusion on bottom center of 3 
in fig. 2) so that the connection head is freely rotated and controlled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Guivarc'h. 
Guivarc'h discloses a connector with one through hole, but not more than one. However, it 
would have been obvious to add more than one through hole because duplicating the components 
of a prior art device is a design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Harza , 274 F.2d 
669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Gorog et al., Lasko, Bard and Woodruff all disclose similar couplings common in the 
art.
